G . S . R . 1905 . - In exercise of the powers conferred by section 29 of Minimum 
Wages Act, 1948 ( 11 of 1948 ) , the Central Government hereby makes the follow 
ing rules further to amend the Minimum Wages ( Central Advisory Board ) Rules , 
1949, the same having been previously published as required by the said section , 
namely : 

1. These rules may be called the Minimum Wages (Central Advisory Board ) 
Amendment Rules , 1967. 


2 . In the Minimum Wages ( Central Advisory Board ) Rules , 1949 (hereinafter 
Teferred to as the said rules) , for rule 3 , the following rule shall be substituted . 
namely : 
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" 9. Constitution of the Central Advisory Board . 

The Board shall consist of the following numbers to be nominated by the 
Central Government, namely : – 

(i) the Chairman ; 
( ii) one Member of Parliament; 
( iii ) one Member each of the State Legislative Assemblies in the group of 

States and Union territories mentioned by each group of States and 
Union territories being taken in relation for every meeting of the 

Board in the following order , namely : 
( a ) Haryana and Andhra Pradesh . 
(b ) Uttar Pradesh and Kerala . 
( c ) Bihar and Nagaland , 
(d ) Punjab and Himachal Pradesh . 
( e ) Assam and Manipur, 
( 1 ) West Bengal and Tripuru . 
( 8 ) Maharashtra and Goa , Daman and Diu . 
( h ) Mysore and Gujarat. 
( i) Rajasthan and Orissa . 

(j) Madhya Pradesh and Jammu and Kashmir, 
( k ) Madras and Pondicherry . 
( iv ) one Economist ; 
( v ) one Member who is or who has been a presiding officer of an Indus 

trial Tribunal constituted under section 7A of the Industrial Disputes 

Act, 1947 or a Chairman of a Wage Board . 
(vi) the Chairman of the Adyisory Board set up by the State Governments , 

each State being taken in rotation for every meeting of the Board ; 
(vil ) one officer by rotation for every meeting of the Board from ainong the 

States included in Zones referred to in section 15 the States 

Reorganisation Act, 1956 ( 37 of 1956 ) ; 
( vili ) twelve members representing employers in the scheduled employ 

ments ; and 
( ix ) twelve members representing employees in the schedu ed employ 

ments ." . 
3 . In rule 11 of the said rules, for the word " six " in the two places it occurs, 
the word " twelve" shall be substituted ,
